The  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association  was  founded  in  1972.  In  1993, 
the  proc  ess  to  revise  the  exivSting  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was  started,  resulting 
in  the  formation  of  a  more  Democratically  administered  organization.  The 
organization  was  also  incorporated,  and  in  June  of  1994,  the  new  and  revised 
constitution  and  by-laws  were  ratified  by  the  membership,  and  NSCA,  Inc.  entered 
into  a  new  era.  At  that  time,  a  new  logo  was  adopted  to  reflect  the  new 
incorporated  seal. 


During  the  previous  twenty-one  year  history  of  the  NSCA,  nine  members 
have  served  in  the  position  of  President  of  the  organization.  To  honor  their 
service,  a  special  set  of  engraved  medallions  have  been  produced  in  a  limited 
edition  production  run.

FROM  MOLNTAIN  LAKE  TO  MINING  TOWN 


The  Story  of  St.  IVlichael,  Pa.

During  the  afternoon  of  IVlay  31,  1889,  Johnstown,  Pa.  was  devastated  by 
the  worst  inland  flood  in  United  States  history.  Over  2,200  people  lost  their  lives 
when  the  South  Fork  Dam,  (Lake  Conemaugh),  burst  from  heavy  rains,  and  sent 
millions  of  gallons  of  water  roaring  down  the  valley  towards  Johnstown,  located 
nine  miles  away. 

Little  did  people  know  that  the  old  lake  bed  would  be  the  home  of  a  coal 
mining  town.  Large  deposits  of  coal  were  known  to  be  in  the  area,  but  prior  to 
the  flood,  there  was  no  way  to  remove  it  from  around  the  lake. 

At  the  turn  of  the  century,  engineers  surveyed  from  South  Fork  up  through 
the  lake  bed  for  a  railroad  which  would  haul  coal  out  of  this  area.  The  Maryland 
Coal  Company,  with  headquarters  in  St.  Michael,  Pa.,  named  the  mine  The 
Maryland  Shaft. 

In  1908,  the  mine  began  to  produce  coal,  619  tons  at  first,  and  in  1911, 
they  were  in  full  production.  The  shaft  was  750  feet  deep.  A  power  line  was  laid 
from  the  nearby  town  of  Windber,  Pa. 

St.  Michael  was  a  typical  company  owned  town  with  all  of  the  trials  and 
tribulations  familiar  to  inhabitants  of  coal  c^mps.  In  1922,  the  miners  joined 
the  United  Mine  Workers  Union  and  went  on  strike.  The  company  evicted  the 
families  and  a  tent  city  was  erected  on  the  hill  across  the  creek.  The  company 
won  this  battle,  but  the  UMWA  remained,  and  grew  steadily  stronger,  eventually 
forcing  the  company  to  improve  conditions. 

The  peak  years  for  the  mine  were  1940  and  1941,  and  from  then  on,  the 
flow  of  coal  slowed.  In  1 958,  it  ceased  operations  and  was  closed. 

Today,  St.  Michael  is  the  focal  point  of  the  Johnstown  Flood  National 
Memorial.  Visitors  can  view  the  remaining  breast  of  the  dam,  retrace  the  path  of 

the  flood,  and  watch  a  graphic  movie  that  re-creates  the  flood  of  1889.
